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1. Waval bases for vessels of both surface and underwater types are at Viedivostok, 
forsakovsk on South Sakhalin /37, Paramushiro Island (156-01, 650-01), Petropavlovsk 
(158-57, 53+01), Korfu LT, Ayan (138-12, 56- 27), and Napayevo (Magadan) (spprox- 
imately 151-00, 59-40). A large river flotilla is stationed on the Amur River. 

The Soviat /Pacific/ navel forces are divided inte the North, South, and Amur 
Fleets; aach flest is oommended by an admiral who in turn is under the command 
of Admiral Yumashev, whose general staff is in Vladivostok. 


2. Gonstruction of submarines and submarine tenders is carried on for three eight- 
hour shifte per day at the Vledivostok and Yomsomolsk (136-59, 50-33) navy yards. 
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
